REPORT MADE 


Upon Charge That British 


Miltary Camp Existed. 


Washington, June 6.—Ths president 


sent to the house the report of Col- 
onel Crowd er. who made the Investiga- 
tion of the charges of Governor Heard 
of Louisiana that the neutrality 'laws 
were being violated at Chatmstte, La. 
In transmuting- the report the presi- 
dent sent an explanatory message. It 
S3 held that the British camp at Port 
Chalmette is not a military post and 
that the charge made by General Pear- 
son and Boer sympathizers is without 
Justification. Colonel Crowder report- 
ed that no American cltigen had been 
enlisted for service in South Africa. 
The camp is held to be simply a ship- 
ping station and that the right to sell 
horses and supplies to other countries 
can not be questioned.

Roosevelt tp take up the r,in.Uer of 
settling tne striKe aroused consider- 
able interest. President Mitchell had 
nothing to say when lie was asked for 
an expression of opinion on thy new 
move. He said he knew nothing about 
it except what he uud read In, the 
-newspapers, -at: Mitchell kept Ajldse 
to his office ail day. Tie said then; 
was nothins new in regard to a set- 
tlement of lie strike, and expressed 
himself as satisfied with tlie progress 
of the- miners' campaign. 


The spirit of unrest that; hr-s liuen 


manifesting itself more or less in this 
city and vicinity during the last few 
days- broke out in earnest at two 
place* in this city, iuiu as a result a 
boy was dangerously, if not fatally. 
shot by a guard at the Santon colliery 
aud a considerable portion of the 
fence around the Murray colliery was 
destroyed by flre. There has been 
consldcra'Se trouble around the San- 
ton colliery, which Is operated by tho 
L-eliigh and 
-Wilkeabarre Coal coni- 


pasj-, controlled by the Central railroad 
t>f New Jersey. Tie co!!iery is' locat- 
ed in the' southern part of the city. 
Several sights ago a part of the fence 
surrounding tho place was burned and 
nlso a small frame 
ttftiUllns en the 


crJm bank. The guards as a result 
Kept a close watch. While Charles 
McCann. 33, was walking along the 
field outside the fence it is said a 
puard on the inside fired a revolver 
or rifle at him. The bullet struck the 
boy in the back. The shot was heard 
by' the people in the vicinity and It 
looked for a time as though there 
•would be serious trouble. The b.%- 
•was quickly removed to the Mercy 
hospital and the police nodded. 


When the chief of police reached 


tlie colliery he. with the assistance of 
the chief of the coal and iron police 
made an investigation and finally plac- 
ed tat blame for the shooting on four 
coal and iron policemen. They were 
taken from the colliery by a circuitous 
route and landed in the lockup. The 
men say tbe boys were tearing down 
the fence ftnd that -they shot to the 
air to scare .U*«s sa(J "'" nnt "Knot'f 
that any one had been injured until 
told of It later. 


Shortly after the shooting the crowd 


sought vcnjteance on the company's 
property and sonic one set fire to a 
trestle Vork. The fire department. 
was summoned and with considerable 
difficulty put out the blaze. At the 
Murray colliery, also operated by the 
Ijshigh and Wllkosbarre company, in 
tho eastern part of the city, a crowd 
of boys succeeded in burning about 
400 feet of a high board fence that sur- 
rounds the company's property.

and sacrifice
